One by one, the theories, traditions and beliefs of 
the past are being swept away.

has never been able to detect any important trait of 
ch aracter from individual penmanship. 
Miss Carvalho says that her gifted father put 
down as the rankest nonsense tho claim that tine 
character could lie revealed and one’s past and fu­ 
ture read by one’s writing, and classed as char­ 
latans the so-called experts who claimed that they 
could tcdl more about one’s physical system by a sig­ 
nature than a physician could from a blood test. 
Carvalho always held, according to Ids daughter, 
th an handw riting more generally than not tends to 
show peculiarities that are the opposite of the writ­ 
e r’s real traits and personality, 
lf one were to judge 
by the so-called science of graphology and the seem­ 
ing and obvious indications of handwriting, he point­ 
ed out, Theodore Roosevelt would be Interpreted as 
having had a “slouchy" character, Grover Cleveland 
would be set down as having been delicate and ef­ 
feminate, Napoleon as having been disorderly in his 
life, and Edgar Allen Boe well ordered and self­ 
controlled, while the reading of the signature of 
Shakespeare "should cover the 
world ’9 supreme 
dramatist with scandal."
